Kansas City, Kas., Official Who 
Resigned to Escape 
Ousting Wins. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 9.—William 
W. Rose was re-elected Mayor of [<an- 
sas City, Kan., at the election yestcr- 
day by 1600 plurality over E. E. Venard, 
Republican, and David Harris, Socialist. 

Rose resigned the office of Mayor of 
Kansas City, Kan., recently, while 
ouster proceedings were pending against 
him for nonenforcement of the anti- 
liquor laws, and was later ousted by the 
Supreme Court, which disregarded his 
resignation. 

The issue of the election wus the en- 
forcement of the prohibition and anti- 
gambling laws. Rose was supported by 
the element which believes that the best 
interests of the city demand the licens- 
ing of joints and gambling halls, as 
they maintain that a strict enforcement 
of the law against such places deprives 
the city of its necessary revenue, E. E. 
Venard, who had been acting Mayor 
since Rose resigned, was supported by 
the temperance people. Many women 
voted and most of them supported Ve- 
n 





ard. 
The question of Rose’s right to hold 
the office as Mayor will now be tested. 
The Supreme Court held that its action 
in ousting Rose rendered him ineligible 
to be a candidate for office again at 
this time. Rose contends that as he had 
resigned before the Supreme Court acted 
in his case, the ouster proceedings 
against him were ineffective.

FRISCO SOLVENT 
AND. REBUILDING 


Rehabilitation Will Be Slow but 
Sure, Is Harriman’s 
Opinion. 





MERCHANTS ARE LOYAL 





Railroad Magnate Says Any 
Sum Actually Needed 
Can Be Raised. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 9.—Edward H. 
Harriman, president of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad, returned last night 
from his flying visit to San Francis- 
co. He came back full of hope as to 
the future of the stricken city. It 
will be rebuilt, he said, and is even 
now rising from the ashes, and any 
Sum that is actually needed, even 
up to $100,000,000, can be raised. The 


work of permanent rehabilitation, 
however, will be slow. 
“They are rebuilding now in San 
Francisco,” said Mr. Harriman. ‘‘They 
are putting up one and _ two-story 
wooden buildings and are establish- 
ing temporary wholesale centers as 
near the railroad as possible. Retail 
business is being, re-established. on 
Van Ness avenue and Fillmore street. 
Houses are being put up on Van Ness 
avenue where there were gardens. 
“The camps have been fully estab- 
lished and the militia are astill in 
charge by courtesy. This has given 
the merchants and citizens the need- 
ed confidence, as they did not have to 
worry about their property and ef- 
fects.’’ 
Asked about the New York syndi- 
cate which has been organized to 
raise $100,000,000 for San Franciscu, 
Mr. Harriman replied: 
‘TI do not know anything about that 
movement. I believe, though, that 
$100,000,000 could be raised for the 
stricken city if it were shown that 
the money was actually needed. It 
would not be easy to raise such a 
fund unless the necessity were dem- 
onstrated. 
Says City Is Solvent 

“There is no question about the sol- 
vency of San Francisco. The per cap- 
ita debt there is very small, and. even 
if the burred district were not rebuilt, 
every obligation could be met. 
“The food supply is becoming ex- 
hausted. They will soon have to draw 
on the relief fund. Up to the present 
it has been used to re-equip professional 
men—lawyers, for instance, who have 
lost their libraries. Such men are not 
being indiscriminately aided, but all who 
appiy for aid receive it to a reasonable 
extent. For a long time 100,000 or more 
persons will have to be fed. 
“We are all hopeful,’ Mr. Harriman 
went on, ‘“‘but it will take years to put 
San Francisco where it was. The mer- 
chants are loyal, and there is great 
fondness for the city throughout Call- 
fornia."’ 
Pending a conference with Mr. Harrti- 
man, which may be held today, no fur- 
ther steps have been taken by the group 
of capitalists who plan to raise the large 
sum for rebuilding San Francisco, 
Vice-President A. H. Vanderlip of the 
National City Bank, who has joined the 
temporary organization, of which Sena- 
tor Newlands of Nevada, Harry SB. 
Black, president of the United States 
Realty and Improvement Co., and oth- 
ers. are members, said today that the 
date for another meeting had not yet

lan of the capitalists is to organize a 
000,000 corporation and to raise addl- 
tional money secured by real estate in 
the burned city. All talk of raising a 
fund of $75,000,000 or $100,000,000 was 
stamped as ridiculous because of the 
present condition of the money market, 
which approaches starvation all over 
the country. 
Details of the undertaking have not 
yet been worked out, Mr. Harriman be- 
ing depended upon to furnish much of 
the necessary information before any 
actual steps are taken. 
No help is expected from the Morgan- 
Hill interests, because they are con- 
cerned in booming Seattle, the Pacific 
terminus of the Hill roads, and the ri- 
val of San Francisco.

Charles Watson, a negro, # years old, 
was burned to death early Wednesday 
in a fire in a two-story frame stable in 
the rear of 6138 Suburban avenue, where 
he made his home.

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DOWIE WINS IN 
COURT CONTEST 


Committee of Three Will Take 
Charge of Zion City 
Finances. 








MIND FAILING, SAYS SON 





Judge Intimates That “Leaves 
of Healing” Will Be Sup- 
pressed. 


BELVIDERE, Ill., May 9.—Control of 
the financial interests of Zion City will 
be vested in a commission of three 


persons until the temporary injunction 
issued by Judge Wright is passed upon. 
This proposition was . submitted to 
Dowie and Voliva by Judges Wright and 
Donnelly. The hearing of the issue was 
begun before the judges today, The 
result is a victory for Dowle. 

Gladstone Dowie was a subject of in- 
terest during the argument. Two or 
three times he was called to the bench. 
One of these interviews related to the 
health of John Alexander Dowie. Glad- 
stone told Judge Donnelly that he be- 
lieved his father to be in a very seri- 
ous mental condition and told about a 
swelling of his lower extremities, indi- 
cating dropsy or diabetes. 

Botn sides were represented by nu- 
merous attorneys. P. C. Healy, in be- 
half of Dowie, asked that Washington 
Judd and others, of Chicago, be sent to 
Jail for contempt of court for selling 
office furniture belonging to Dowie. V0- 
liva’s counsel offered to get the furni- 
ture back and the point was passed, 

Healy argued that Dowie was entitled 
to the exciusive use of Shiloh ‘Taber- 
nacle and asked that the Court so rule. 
He declared that Voliva, instead of 
using it for the religious purposes for 
which it was intendea, was using it for 
the vilification of Dowie, in an effort 
to destroy Dowie’s character. He also 
asked the Court to suppress ‘Leaves 
of Healing,” the official Zion publica- 
tion, claiming that its columns were be- 
ing used to make infamous attacks on 
Duwie. He said: ‘‘We want an injunc- 
tion to prevent Dowie from being pub- 
licly outraged.’’ 


Agree on Commission. 


Attorney Newman, for Voliva, said 
the vital point to settle was a plan to 
keep the Zion interests running and save 
the people frum starvation. He declared 
that the question now is not who is 
right or who is wrong, but to keep the 
factories going. Ignoring the points 
raised by Healy, Newman pressed his 
argument until Judges Donnelly and 
Wright said they would agree to ap- 
point a commission of three to have full 
and complete charge of the Zion finan- 
ciai matters, one to be _ selected by 
Dowie, one by Voliva and one by the 
Court. 

The dozen lawyers present. retired, 
and after a consultation of 20 minutes 
agreed that tht question of the com- 
mission should be postponed until to- 
morrow, when Judge Wright will hear 
the final arguments in the case. It 
Dowie will agree to the three-men com- 
mission plan it will be ordered by the 
Court, Voliva’s counsel said they would 
consent to the plan. ‘The Cvurt inti- 
mated to counsel that this commission 
would also be authorized to censor the 
matter appearing in ‘‘Leaves of Heal- 
ing’’ and have charge of the use of the 
Tabernacle and ordered to prevent both 
Dowie and Voliva from using the place 
for personal attacks upon each other.
